The report now comes to us that 
the passage of Senator Jones’ bill re- 
monetizing silver is generally conced- 
ed. There are now two measures be- 
fore Congress which bear very nearly 
upon the same issue—those of Jones, 
and Ingalls, of Kansas. Jones believes 
that the passage of his bill will mate- 
rially aid the requirements of the Re- 
sumption Act and will oppose any 
repeal of that Act in case his theory 
in regard to silver coinage prevails. 
Jones’ bill declares clearly the manner 
in which silver is to be remonetized, 
provides for free coinage and makes 
the silver dollar authorized in his 
bill a legal ténder for all debts not 
otherwise discharged. Ingall’s bill 
makes silver an unlimited legal tender 
for all claims not expressly excluded 
by existing laws. One of these bills 
will probably become a law at an early 
day. The advocates of both measures 
favor resumption, but there is a great 
variety of opinion is regard to the most 
feasible method of reaching that end. 
This difference of opinion is the only 
ground openly held for objection to 
the Jones bill, and it will probably 
find veice in supplementary acts after 
the Jones bill is passed. One thing 
seems clear, that every policy 
aud tendency now in motion tends 
toward contraction and that if it is 
found impossible to help matters in 
some such proposed way resumption 
will prove a hard road to travel. Sen- 
‘ator Jones is placing the hopo and 
- justification of his career upon the suc- 
cess of his financial theories, and we 
shall no doubt see the Senator soon 
after his success is assured.

It 
is surrounded by splendid farming 
land, the soil of which is rich and fer- 
tile, and a splendid market is afforded 
for all the farm produce that can be 
raised, aud special inducements are of- 
fered to farmers to “ae in its Ip sage 
ity. It offers great advantages fora 
ie iisiabtecine town, with unlimited 
and inexhaustible water power, with 
plenty of wood near at hand, and be- 
ing directly on the line of the Central 
Pacific Railroad, which has done so 
much to inogease the values of the 
State; as in fact it has every section 
through which it passes and has con- 
nection; it renders Reno easy of ac- 
cess from the East or West. And it 
is in noticing the rise and progress of 
a city like Reno, the development of 
its resources and the advantages ac- 
cruing to it, that the true value of an 
enterprise like the C. P. R. R. becomes 
more apparent. Reno has become a 
great business center; is well laid out; 
thriving, busy abd industrious. It is 
well provided’ with schools and 
curches; has two well established 
banks, two newspapers, published 
daily; a fine seminary for young 
ladies, at present numbering about 
sixty pupils, and presided over by a 
graduate from Vassar College, and at 
one time a teacher there, a Miss Sill. 
There are well arranged and comfort- 
able places of amusement, several fine 
hotels, the best water in the world, 
and free as air, the city lit with gas 
and good order maintained at all 
times. There are many places of 
business, a large number of buildings 
of brick, one, two or three stories in 
height; many handsome residences, 
with care and attention manifested 
in their surroundings. This condi- 
tion of affairs shows an unmistakable 
language what opening up of Rallroad 
connection will do any section of the 
country, combined with energy, en- 
terprise, and vitality. In conclusion, 


the Fair just held, was emphatically j. 


a State Fair. Every county in the 
State was represented, and in many 
places parties numbering from twenty 
to seventy-five were made up to at- 
tend the Fair. There seemed to be 
great interest manifested on the part 
of the people generally to make the 
Fair a success, and they succeeded be- 
yond the most sanguine expectations. 
‘There was a large number of. visitors 
from abroad, to whom every courtesy 
and attention was extended. Our

(Why She Can’t Throw a 


‘Stone. 


{Los Angeles Express) 

If a girlshould practice fifteen years 

she could not throw a stone with 
and accuracy. Have you ever 
wondered why this is so? We have. 

It was one of tlie first and most 
knotty physilogical problems which 
presented itself to out youthful mind, 
why our big sister, when she tried to 
throw a snowball at us, almost invari- 
ably sent it careening over the top of 
the house, while we, in turn, could 

op her in the ear about every time. 
t may be that we took a mean advan- 
of this discrimination of nature 
in our behalf and against our sister, 
and it may be that we improved the 
opportunity to rake her fore and aft, 
whenever she came within firing dis- 
tance. But that is neither here nor 
there. 

As time passed on, and we _ increas- 
ed our stock of observation, we saw 
that other fellows’ sisters labored un- 
der about the same disadvantages that 
ours-did in the, matter of throwing 
any sort of missilé. As near as we 
could generalize their modus operan- 
diof awkwardnes—for such we are 
compelled to call it—we found that 
they swung the arm back over their 
head with a nearly vertical motion, as 
though it were hung by a door hinge 
on the top of the shoulder, or, much 
as we May imagine the old Roman 
catapault operated, when firing stones 
at the enemy. When the -arm had 
swung as far as the hinge wouldallow, 
it was brought forward with the same 
vertical motion and with as much mo- 
mentum as the thrower could raise, 
and, at some uadentified point in the 
arc thus described, the hand let go 
the missile. While executing this 
quick movement, some girls jumped 
up a little way off their feet; others 
did not. Some girls gave a little 
feminine whoop and a half squeal; 
others did not. Our sister jumped 
aod whooped both; but then, she was 
avery bad thrower. As we started, 
at some undentified point in the arc 
described by the forward motion of 
the arm, the missile flew off. Some- 
times it went up, sometimes it went 
down, and sometimes it went side- 
ways, but it never by any manoer of 
means hit the thing it was intended 
to, jump or no jump, whoop or noe 
wheop. 

Now, the point of difference be- 
tween a girl’s throwing and a boy’s we 
found to be substantially this: The 
boy crooked his elbow and reached 
back with the upper part of his arm at 
about right angles with his body, and 
the forearm at an angle of about 45 
degrees; the direct act of throwing 
was accomplished by bringing the arm 
back with a sort of snap, like the tail 
of a snake or a whiplash, working ev- 
ery joint from shoulder to wrist, and 
sometimes making your elbow sing as 
though you had got a whack on the 
crazy bone. The girl threw with her 
whole arm rigid; the boy with his 
whole arm relaxed. | 

Why this marked and unmistakeable 
difference existed we never learned 
until, at a somewhat advanced period, 
we dove into a book of physiology,and 
learned that the clavicle, or collar bone, 
in the anatomy of a female, is’ some 
inches longer and set some degrees 
lower down than that in the mascu- 
line frame. This long, crooked, awk- 
ward bone interferes with the full and 
free action of the shoulder, and that’s 
the reason why agirl can't throw a 
stone. 

The design of this sort of thing is 
still unexplained to our entire satisfac- 
tion. We have developed a pet the- 
ory of our own, however, that an all 
wise and beneficent Providence, fore- 
seeing that there would be rolling pins 
and stove hooks and pot lids and hot 
water in the world, set. the woman’s 
clavicle down a hitch or two for the 
safety of the men. 

It’s lucky for all of us that women 
can't throw stones.
